In  this  issue  is  the  official  C.N.A.  Convention  competitive  exhibit  point  system 
and  rules.  The  committee  composed  of  J.  Douglas  Ferguson.  Sheldon  S.  Carroll 
and  Norman  A.  Williams  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  complete  set  of  rules,  and 
explanations.  The  word  "relative”  used  with  “condition”  and  completeness”  may 
cause  some  members  a  little  concern  as  to  just  what  is  meant.  Past  President  Dr 
John  S.  Wilkinson,  to  whom  we  offer  our  sincere  thanks,  has  supplied  a  further 
explanation  which  we  trust  will  be  helpful. 

Relative  Condition  —  Odd  and  curious  coins,  ancient  coins,  blacksmith  tokens, 
etc.  can  be  exceptionally  fine  for  these  items  without  being  in  anything  approach¬ 
ing  uncirculated  condition. 

Relative  Completeness  —  The  amount  of  space  available  to  the  exhibitor  is 
considered.  The  exhibitor  has  some  freedom  in  the  title  of  his  exhibit  —  types 
of  a  denomination,  ;  II  dates  of  one  set,  all  signatures,  all  countries  of  one 
area  or  period,  etc. 


The  1966  convention  medal  is  announced  in  this  issue.  It  will  be  struck  in 
bronze  and  silver,  and  for  this  year's  convention  will  be  sold  in  both  metals.  Bronze 
$2.50,  Silver  $8.00,  with  the  combination  of  the  two  selling  for  $10.00.  Orders 
for  the  medals  should  be  addressed  to  Manitoba  Coin  Club  —  Box  321,  General 
Delivery,  Winnipeg.  Manitoba.

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Canadian  $20  Qold  C  oin 


The  first  gold  coin  (except  sovereigns)  to  be  issued  by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint 
since  1914  will  be  distributed  in  1967  in  a  special  set  of  Canadian  coinage  to 
commemorate  the  Centennial  year. 

Finance  Minister  Mitchell  Sharp  has  announced  that  orders  will  be  received 
by  the  Mint  between  now  and  September  30,  1967  for  the  special  presentation  sets. 
Deliveries  will  commence  early  in  January  1967. 

The  $20  gold  coin  —  about  the  size  of  the  present  25  cent  piece  —  will  be  sold 
only  as  part  of  the  complete  set  of  coins  which  will  include  one  of  each  of  the  six 
newly  designed  coins  to  be  issued  for  normal  circulation  in  the  Centennial  year. 
I  he  seven  coins  will  be  packaged  in  a  leather  presentation  case  approximately  five 
inches  square  and  bearing  the  Canadian  Coat  of  Arms  on  the  cover.  The  price  of 
the  set  will  be  $40. 

The  obverse  side  of  the  $20  gold  coin  will  carry  the  portrait  of  the  Queen 
and  the  reverse  side  will  bear  the  design  of  the  traditional  Coat  of  Arms.  The  other 
six  coins  in  the  set,  in  denominations  from  one  cent  to  one  dollar,  will  carry  on 
their  reverse  sides  the  new  wildlife  series  designed  by  artist  Alex  Colville  of 
Sackville,  New  Brunswick.

Convention  He  dal 


Lower  Fort  Garry  was  constructed  by  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  in  1831-2 
near  St.  Andrews,  eighteen  miles  down  the  Red  River  from  the  Forks  of  the  Red 
and  Assiniboine  Rivers. 

It  was  decided  that  this  new  sight  would  be  ideal  for  shipping  as  it  lay  below 
the  Rapids,  where  boats  could  embark  directly  for  Lake  Winnipeg. 

The  Fort  was  sturdily  built  of  Limestone.  Its  walls  are  three  feet  thick  and 
seven  and  a  half  feet  high. 

Bastions  are  fifty-five  feet  in  diameter  situated  at  the  four  corners  of  a  quad¬ 
rangle  that  encloses  four  and  a  half  acres  of  land. 

Lower  Fort  Garry  is  the  only  Fur-Trading  Fort  in  Canada  which  remains  to-day 
beautifully  intact  134  years  after  it  was  built. 

Trading  at  the  Stone  Fort  ended  in  1911.  In  1913  the  HBC  leased  it  to  the 
Motor  Country  Club.  They  kept  it  in  excellent  condition  over  the  years. 

In  1951  the  Fort  was  given  by  the  HBC  as  a  gift  to  the  nation. 

The  lease  of  the  Motor  Club  expired  at  the  end  of  1962. 

Work  is  again  underway  on  the  old  stone  Fort,  it  is  to  be  turned  into  a  National 
Museum. 


In  order  to  ensure  minimum  delay  for  individual  collectors  in  having  their 
orders  filled,  the  Mint  will  reserve  the  right  to  defer  delivery  of  any  order  for  more 
than  five  sets  until  smaller  orders  have  been  filled.  It  is  anticipated  that  all  orders 
can  be  filled  during  the  Centennial  year. 

In  view  of  the  restrictions  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  United 
Kingdom,  which  prohibit  the  importation  of  gold  coins  of  this  nature,  the  Mint  will 
not  accept  orders  from  persons  in  these  countries. 

Orders  for  the  special  presentation  set  containing  the  gold  coin  should  be 
addressed  to:  Presentation  Coin  Set,  P.O.  Box  100,  Ottawa  2,  Ontario.  No  other 
mail  should  be  sent  to  this  address.  Orders  should  be  accompanied  by  a  certified 
cheque,  post  office  money  order  or  bank  draft,  made  payable  to  the  Receiver  General 
of  Canada.  All  orders  accepted  will  be  considered  final  and  there  will  be  no  cancella¬ 
tions  or  refunds. 

Following  its  past  practice,  the  Mint  will  also  sell  in  1967  numismatic  sets  of 
uncirculated  coin  containing  one  each  of  the  six  normal  denominations  from  one 
cent  to  one  dollar  bearing  the  new  Centennial  designs.  A  further  announcement  will 
be  made  later  regarding  the  sale  of  these  sets  and  the  dates  for  application.

EXHIBIT  RULES  ANI)  REGULATIONS 

1.  All  convention  exhibits  will  be  under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  host  club 
which  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  reject  any  exhibit  at  any  time.  Exhibits 
will  be  accepted  only  upon  receipt  of  an  application  for  exhibit  space  received 
by  the  Exhibit  Chairman  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  convention. 

2.  Exhibits  will  be  divided  into  two  groups  as  follows: 

(a)  Competitive  exhibits  —  limited  to  C.N.A.  members  who  are  registered  at 

the  Convention. 

(b)  Non-competitive  exhibits  —  limited  to  C.N.A.  members  and  others  who  may 
be  invited  by  the  Exhibit  Chairman. 

Exhibits  within  group  (a)  will  be  divided  into  the  following  categories: 

A — Canadian  Decimal  Coins 

B — Canadian  Paper  Money 

C — Canadian  Historical  Coins  and/or  Tokens 

D — Canadian  Decorations  and/or  Medals 

E — USA  Coins  and  Tokens 

F — British  Commonwealth  Coins  &  Tokens 

G — Foreign  Coins  and  Tokens 

H — Foreign  Paper  Money 

I — Foreign  Decorations  and/or  Medals 

J — Classical  Coins 

K — Miscellaneous  Exhibits 

No  single  exhibit  may  be  entered  in  more  than  one  group  or  more  than  one 
category,  however,  any  exhibitor  may  enter  one  exhibit  in  each  of  several 
categories.  Each  exhibitor  must  designate  the  group  or  category  in  which  he 
wishes  to  enter.  Exhibits  must  be  the  property  of  the  exhibitor. 

The  Exhibit  Chairman  may  transfer  an  exhibit  from  one  group  or 
category  to  another  before  judging  is  commenced  if  it  appears  to  him  that  the 
exhibitor  has  not  entered  his  exhibit  in  the  proper  group  or  category. 

3.  Applications  for  exhibit  space  and/or  cases  must  reach  the  Exhibit  Chairman 
prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Convention.  All  applicants  will  be  given  space 
and/or  cases  in  order  of  receipt  so  long  as  they  are  available. 

4.  Any  numismatic  material  known  to  be  a  legitimate  copy  or  replica  must  be  so 
labelled.  Any  material  known  to  be  forged,  spurious  or  counterfeit  will  not  be 
displayed  unless  the  exhibit  is  titled  and  labelled  as  an  educational  exhibit  of 
forgeries. 


5.  No  advertising  in  any  form  will  be  permitted  with  any  exhibit 

b.  No  material  exhibited  will  be  offered  for  sale  or  removed  from  the  exhibit  for 
disposal  during  the  exhibition  period. 

7.  Exhibit  cases  will  be  loaned  to  exhibitors  for  use  at  the  Convention  providing 
the  exhibitor  has  made  known  his  requirements  to  the  Exhibits  Chairman  prior 
to  the  opening  of  the  Convention.  No  competitive  exhibit  will  be  allowed  more 
than  five  cases.  If  the  exhibitor  uses  his  own  cases,  he  will  not  be  allowed  more 
space  than  is  required  for  five  standard  display  cases.  If  an  exhibitor  wishes  to 
enter  more  than  one  exhibit  requiring  the  loan  of  more  than  five  cases,  provision 
of  the  additional  cases  will  depend  on  the  availability  of  cases.  Non-competitive 
exhibitors  will  be  allotted  such  display  space  as  the  Exhibits  Chairman  deems 
appropriate. 

8.  No  exhibit  will  be  removed  from  the  exhibition  area  prior  to  the  close  of  the 
exhibition  period  which  will  be  set  by  the  Exhibits  Chairman.  In  case  of  an 
emergency,  special  permission  may  be  granted  by  the  Exhibits  Chairman  to  take 
an  exhibit  from  the  exhibit  area  before  closing  time.  Such  permission  must  be 
in  writing. 

9.  The  name  or  identity  of  any  competitive  exhibitor  will  not  appear  on  the  exhibit. 
The  Exhibits  Chairman  will  keep  a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  exhibits 
showing  the  exhibitor’s  name,  the  exhibitor’s  number  and  the  number  of  cases 
in  use.  Names  of  competitive  exhibitors  will  not  be  disclosed  to  anyone  until 
the  judges  have  completed  judging  and  made  their  reports  to  the  Awards 
Chairman,  who  will  then  be  given  the  names  of  those  exhibitors  to  whom  awards 
are  due. 

10.  A  small  exhibit  identification  card  showing  the  exhibitor's  number  and  the 
category  classification  in  which  the  exhibit  is  entered  will  be  placed  on  each 
case.  Each  exhibit  case  will  be  closed  by  the  Exhibits  Chairman  or  his  assistant 
in  the  owner's  presence.  The  keys  will  be  kept  by  the  Exhibits  Chairman  until 
removal  of  the  exhibit  by  the  exhibitor. 

11.  The  judges  will  have  the  right  to  take  any  material  from  an  exhibit  case  for 
the  purpose  of  close  examination.  This  will  be  done  with  the  written  consent 
of  the  exhibitor  and  in  the  presence  of  the  Exhibits  Chairman. 

12.  Three  or  more  exhibit  judges  will  be  appointed  by  the  General  Convention 
Chairman  with  full  and  final  authority  to  select  the  competitive  exhibits  in 
each  category  to  which  first,  second  and  third  place  awards  will  be  given.  The 
judges  will  have  authority  to  withhold  any  such  awards  in  any  category  where 
the  exhibits  are  deemed  insufficient  or  unworthy  of  an  award.  Only  first  place 
award  exhibits  in  each  category  will  be  eligible  for  the  award  as  “Best  in  Show" 
The  judges’  decisions  will  be  final  and  binding  in  all  cases. 

13.  Police  protection  will  be  provided  for  the  exhibit  rooms  during  the  period  of 
the  Convention  commencing  at  the  time  at  which  the  room  is  open  to  exhibitors 
to  place  their  exhibits  and  continuing  until  the  time  that  the  Exhibits  Chairman 
has  set  by  which  all  exhibits  must  be  removed. 

14.  Judging  should  be  completed  during  the  first  day  of  the  show  and  suitable 
award  cards  or  ribbons  placed  on  the  winning  exhibits  immediately  following 
the  decision  of  the  judges. 

COMMENTS  AND  EXPLANATIONS 

Scoring 

The  number  of  points  allotted  for  “Rarity  and/or  Value"  and  “Relative 
Condition"  have  been  increased  for  the  following  reasons.  The  exhibits  shown  at  the 
annual  conventions  of  the  C.N.A.  should  be  the  ultimate  in  Canadian  numismatics 
At  this  convention  the  members  of  our  Association  and  the  general  public  expect  to 
see  coins  that  they  may  never  expect  to  own  and  coins  that  they  have  never  seen 
at  any  local  show.  The  Committee  feels  that  the  scoring  should  be  adjusted  so  that 


it  will  encourage  ihe  showing  of  Ihe  best  that  is  available.  Under  the  previous  system 
it  was  possible  for  very  mediocre  coins,  well  displayed  and  well  written  up,  to  be 
awarded  first  place.  This  can  be  justified  at  local  shows  but  it  is  not  good  enough  for 
our  national  conventions.  For  this  reason  the  number  of  points  awarded  for 
"Numismatic  Information”  and  “Originality  &  Neatness”  have  been  reduced. 

The  recommended  scoring  system  allows  for  ten  points  to  be  awarded  at  the 
ludges’  discretion.  It  is  considered  that  if  highly  qualified  numismatists  are  obtained 
for  judging  they  should  not  be  so  strictly  bound  that  they  are  unable  to  exercise 
their  own  judgement.  These  ten  points  can  be  awarded  for  some  particular  aspect 
of  an  exhibit  that  may  not  fall  within  the  other  display  characteristics. 


Categories 

The  previous  list  of  categories  provided  no  place  for  such  historical  coins  as  the 
coins  of  the  French  Regime.  For  this  reason  we  have  included  a  category  entitled 
“Canadian  Historical  Coins  and/or  Tokens”.  The  word  Decorations  has  been 
included  with  Medals  in  order  to  broaden  that  category.  It  was  considered  that 
Oriental  coins  could  be  included  with  foreign  coins  and  that  gold  coins  did  not 
deserve  a  special  category  any  more  than  coins  of  any  other  metal. 

Medals 

It  is  recommended  that  the  first  place  winner  in  each  category  should  receive 
a  Convention  Medal  in  silver  unless  a  trophy  had  been  accepted  by  the  Association 
to  be  awarded  to  the  first  place  winner  in  that  category  (such  as  is  in  effect  for 
Canadian  paper  money).  It  is  recommended  that  normally  second  and  third  place 
winners  should  receive  bronze  Convention  Medals  and  that  all  medals  given  as 
awards  should  have  the  name  of  the  recipient  and  the  category  for  which  the  award 
was  being  given  engraved  on  the  edge  of  the  medal.  If  the  engraving  cannot  be 
done  in  time  for  the  presentation,  the  medals  should  be  turned  back  immediately 
after  the  presentation  so  that  they  can  be  properly  engraved  and  then  forwarded  to 
the  winners. 

In  order  that  the  silver  medals  used  as  first  place  awards  would  have  greater 
recognition,  it  is  recommended  that  the  host  club  should  issue  only  enough  medals 
in  this  metal  so  that  they  would  be  used  only  for  this  purpose,  plus  any  that  may 
be  needed  for  presentation,  such  as  to  the  guest  speaker  at  the  annual  banquet,  the 
national  president  of  the  C.N.A.,  the  General  Chairman  of  the  Convention,  the 
president  of  the  host  club,  or  any  other  recipient  specially  designated  and  agreed 
upon  jointly  by  the  President  of  the  C.N.A.  and  the  General  Chairman  of  the 
Convention.  It  is  recommended  that  silver  medals  should  not  be  offered  for  sale 
and  that  no  convention  medals  should  be  struck  in  any  metal  other  than  bronze 
and  silver. 

Non-Competitive  Exhibits 

It  is  recommended  that  non-competitive  exhibits  should  be  accepted  only  where 
they  are  of  outstanding  merit  and  only  upon  the  invitation  of  the  Exhibits  Chairman. 
It  is  recommended  that  the  C.N.A.  President  or  the  General  Convention  Chairman 
should  forward  to  each  non-competitive  exhibitor  after  the  Convention  a  letter  of 
appreciation  and  a  specially  prepared  certificate  properly  signed.  Where  non¬ 
competitive  exhibits  are  of  exceptional  merit  it  is  recommended  that  the  judges 
should  be  empowered  to  award  to  such  exhibitors  a  silver  medal  properly  inscribed 
or  the  C.N.A.  official  plaque  with  a  suitably  inscribed  brass  plate. 

Best  in  Show 

The  Best  in  Show  award  need  not  necessarily  be  awarded  to  the  exhibit  which 
scored  the  highest  number  of  points  in  the  judging  of  the  individual  categories.  All 
first  place  winners  in  each  category  are  eligible  for  the  Best  in  Show  award.  After  the 
judging  of  the  various  categories  has  been  completed  the  judges  should  then  take  a 
second  look  at  the  first  place  winners  in  each  category  and  re-judge  these  exhibits 
on  the  widest  possible  basis  making  full  use  of  their  own  good  judgment. 
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Number  of  Cases 

I  he  use  of  a  large  number  of  display  cases  does  nol  necessarily  enhance  an 
exhibit  and  may  unnecessarily  complicate  matters  for  the  Exhibits  Chairman.  I  he 
draft  rules  and  regulations  which  we  have  recommended  limit  the  number  to  five 
for  each  exhibit.  The  Exhibits  Chairman  may  find  it  necessary  to  change  this 
number  to  fit  local  circumstances. 

Security  in  the  Exhibit  Room 

Police  protection  at  recent  conventions  has  been  generally  satisfactory.  The 
main  weakness  in  the  security  system  has  been  the  lack  of  control  over  exhibitors 
at  the  time  that  exhibits  are  being  set  in  place  and  while  being  removed  at  the  end 
of  the  show.  Only  exhibitors  and  the  Exhibit  Committee  should  be  allowed  in  the 
exhibit  room  when  exhibits  are  being  set  up  and  again  when  they  are  being  dis¬ 
mantled.  The  exhibitor  should  sign  for  the  keys  to  his  display  cases  when  he  re¬ 
ceives  them  from  the  Exhibits  Chairman  and  should  receive  a  receipt  for  them 
when  he  returns  them  to  the  Exhibits  Chairman  after  he  has  set  up  his  exhibit.  No 
exhibit  case  should  be  unlocked  except  in  the  presence  of  the  Exhibits  Chairman 
or  his  representative  and  then  only  when  the  exhibitor  has  identified  himself  as  the 
owner  of  the  exhibit.  At  the  close  of  the  exhibit  each  exhibitor  should  be  given 
a  pass  signed  by  the  Exhibits  Chairman  which  will  permit  him  to  carry  a  parcel 
out  of  the  Exhibit  Room. 

Ribbons 

It  is  recommended  that  a  suitably  printed  ribbon  should  be  awarded  to  those 
exhibitors  who  do  not  receive  an  award.  This  will  show'  that  their  efforts  in  con¬ 
tributing  to  the  exhibit  have  been  appreciated. 


VANCOUVER  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY 

Thomas  Shingles  recently  retired  chief  engraver  Royal  Canadian  Mint,  was  the 
guest  speaker  at  the  recent  Vancouver  Numismatic  Society  Coin  Carnival. 

He  explained  that: — 

The  usual  way  in  which  engravers  now  make  coinage  dies  is  to  start  with 
plaster  models,  usually  about  9"  in  diameter  with  a  maximum  relief  3/8”.  By 
using  a  reducing  machine  (on  the  principle  of  a  pantograph)  a  steel  model  about 
3”  in  diameter  is  made.  The  reducing  machine  is  used  on  this  in  turn  to  make  the 
master  punches  in  all  the  needed  sizes  from  dime  to  dollar. 

Master  punches  are  a  safeguard  to  avoid  damage  to  the  original  model  so 
that  all  coins  of  an  issue  are  alike,  except  for  minor  details  such  as  the  date  and 
border  beading.  The  date  is  punched  in  each  die  separately,  as  the  master  dies 
usually  have  only  the  first  two  figures. 

This  explains  the  reason  for  the  different  shaped  7's  on  the  1947  coinage.  In 
that  year  Mr.  Shingles  was  sent  to  London  to  get  experience  on  a  new  reducing 
machine  to  be  sent  to  Canada.  While  he  was  away  his  assistant  engraver  in  Ottawa 
picked  up  the  wrong  date  punch  on  a  couple  of  occasions  to  complete  the  date, 
thereby  giving  us  the  varieties  on  the  dollar  and  half  dollar. 

When  asked  if  the  1967  Canadian  sets  would  be  proof  sets.  Mr.  Shingles  replied 
that  a  mint  could  strike  real  proofs  only  in  extremely  small  quantities  for  distin¬ 
guished  visitors  and  for  mint  collections.  Our  sets,  in  common  with  mans  other 
so-called  "proof  sets",  would  only  be  “specimen"  strikings,  although  they  max 
be  of  the  quality  that  collectors  and  dealers  persist  in  calling  proofs. 

In  answering  questions  on  dies  he  said  that  the  steel  used  for  dies  is  now 
x-rayed  at  the  mill  to  assure  that  it  is  free  of  flaws.  The  same  type  of  steel  is  used 
for  dies  to  strike  all  metals,  although  dies  wear  out  much  more  quickly  in  striking 
hard  metals,  such  as  nickel.  Dies  are  now  chrome  plated  to  improve  their  wearing 
qualities.  (  Continued  on  page  226)

The  Bahamas  comprise  700  Islands,  2000  Cayes  and  rocks  over  an  area  of 
70,000  square  miles.  They  lie  along  the  path  of  the  Gulf  Stream  about  800  miles 
from  Florida.  The  year  round  temperature  is  70-80  degrees  in  the  shade.  They  were 
discovered  by  Christopher  Columbus  October  14,  1492  which  date  is  observed  as  a 
National  Holiday.  They  were  taken  over  by  the  English  in  1629.  George  Washing¬ 
ton  visited  the  Islands  in  the  18th  century  and  described  them  as  the  “Isles  of 
Perpetual  June”. 


BAHAMIAN  CURRENCY 

There  was  no  standard  coinage  in  the  Bahamas  during  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries.  There  was  a  great  shortage  of  sterling  with  the  result  French, 
Spanish  and  Dutch  silver  and  gold  coins  were  used.  Their  value  was  determined  by 
weight.  The  most  commonly  used  coins  and  prices  at  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth 
century  were  the  penny,  the  ryal  (corruption  of  real),  the  piece  of  eight,  the  dollar 
and  the  guinea. 

In  1786  a  ryal  was  held  to  be  worth  9d.  Bahamian  or  5'/4d.  Sterling.  A  piece 
of  eight  was  worth  eight  ryals  or  3/6d.  sterling.  A  dollar  was  worth  one  piece  of 
eight  and  2 Vi  ryals  or  4/8d  sterling.  A  guinea  was  21/-  sterling,  that  is,  six  pieces 
of  eight  or  48  ryals. 

The  moidore  (about  27/-  sterling),  Johannes  (36/-)  and  doubloon  (66/-)  being 
high  in  value,  were  rare  in  the  Bahamas. 

By  1790  serious  attempts  had  been  made  to  standardize  the  coinage  and  align 
it  with  sterling.  Bahamian  currency,  however,  did  not  correspond  with  sterling 
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until  modern  times.  As  late  as  the  1920’s  unwary  tourists  were  offered  wares  by 
street  vendors  for  “threepence  sterling”  that  turned  out  to  cost  sixpence  “currency”, 
i.e.  in  Bahamian  money.  At  the  same  time  the  expression  "check"  was  still  used 
for  lVid,  an  obvious  derivation  from  the  old  Spanish  chequeen.

J)ecim  a  l  Coinage 

May  25th,  I960  was  the  day  on  which  this  British  island  colony  switched  from  its 
historic  pounds,  shillings  and  pence  to  a  decimal  currency  consisting  of  dollars  and 
cents. 

Intense  interest  has  been  stirred  around  the  world  in  the  coins  designed  by 
Arnold  Machin,  a  Royal  Academician  and  a  leading  English  coin  designer.  Machin's 
famed  effigy  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  II  is  featured  on  the  obverse  of  each 
of  the  coins,  which  are  being  minted  by  the  Royal  Mint  in  London. 

The  reverse  of  the  coins  features  objects  symbolic  of  this  island  playground 
conch  shell,  native  sloop,  flamingoes,  jumping  marlin,  and  hibiscus  blossom. 

Orders  taken  for  selected  specimen  sets  are  now  being  filled.  All  specimen  coins 
will  be  selected  by  the  Royal  Mint  and  packaged  with  a  card  bearing  the  Bahamas 
Coat  of  Arms  and  a  statement  of  authentication  by  the  Bahamas  Ministry  of  Finance. 

The  complete  nine-coin  set  is  available  in  leatherette  case  for  $16  American 
($17.25  Canadian).  Its  sale  is  limited  to  five  sets  per  person.  The  seven-coin  set  - 
all  but  the  B$5  and  B$2  silver  pieces  —  is  offered  in  pliofilm  case  at  $5.25 
American  ($5.70  Canadian)  and  is  limited  to  10  sets  per  person.  Prices  include  cost 
of  packaging,  mailing  and  insuring. 

The  following  are  the  descriptions  of  the  coins  the  coin  collecting  world  will 
be  talking  about  in  months  to  come: 

FIVE  DOLLARS  —  650  grains,  0.925  fine  silver  and  0.075  fine  copper.  It’s 
round,  1.772  inches  in  diameter,  has  a  milled  edge.  Reverse  features  the  Bahamas 
Coat  of  Arms. 

TWO  DOLLARS  —  450  grains,  0.925  fine  silver  and  0.075  fine  copper.  Round. 
1.575  inches  in  diameter,  milled  edge.  Reverse  features  flamingoes. 

ONE  DOLLAR  —  280  grains.  0.800  fine  silver  and  0.200  fine  copper.  Round. 
1.420  inches  in  diameter,  milled  edge.  Conch  shell  on  reverse. 

FIFTY  CENTS  —  160  grains,  0.800  fine  silver,  0.200  fine  copper.  Round. 
1.142  inches  in  diameter,  milled  edge.  Blue  marlin  jumping  is  featured. 

TWENTY-FIVE  CENTS  —  105  grains  of  pure  nickel,  the  round  coin  is  0.955 
inches  in  diameter,  has  a  milled  edge,  and  features  a  native  sloop. 

FIFTEEN  CENTS  —  Deviation  from  the  round-coined  series  is  square,  100 
grains,  0.750  fine  copper,  0.250  fine  nickel,  0.850  inches  across  the  flats,  and  has 
a  plain  edge.  Reverse  features  an  hibiscus  blossom. 

TEN  CENTS  —  Another  deviation  from  series,  scalloped  coin  is  85  grains. 
0.750  fine  copper.  0.250  fine  nickel,  plain-edged.  It  is  0.925  inches  in  outside  diameter, 
features  two  bonefish. 

LIVE  CENTS  —  60  grains,  0.750  fine  copper,  0.250  fine  nickel.  It’s  round 
0.827  inches  in  diameter,  plain-edged.  Reverse  features  a  pineapple. 

ONE  CENT  —  65  grains  0.790  fine  copper.  0.200  fine  zinc,  and  0.010  fine 
nickel.  Round,  plain  edge.  0.886  in  diameter,  with  a  starfish  on  the  reverse. 

The  new  Bahamian  dollar  will  have  a  value  of  seven  shillings  sterling,  or  9N 
cents  American  at  the  present  rate,  and  will  be  divided  into  100  cents.  Currency 
notes  issued  are  in  denominations  of  50  cents,  B$l.  B$5.  B$5.  B$10.  B$20,  BSM1 
and  B$  1 00. 

Each  note  will  feature  a  portrait  of  Queen  Elizabeth  on  its  front  and  will  have 
Us  own  distinctive  color.  I  he  backs  of  the  bills  will  carry  full-color  reproductions 
of  sights  familiar  to  the  Bahamas.

Mr.  Shingles  submitted  designs  for  Canada's  new  1967  coinage  but  was  un¬ 
successful.  He  feels  that  the  motifs  chosen  are  very  good,  but  there  may  be  trouble 
with  ‘"ghosting”  when  they  are  struck,  unless  the  dies  are  cut  in  very  low  relief. 
"Ghosting”  results  when  the  obverse  and  reverse  designs  are  not  properly  related 
to  each  other.  Then  the  How  of  metal  under  striking  pressure  causes  shadowy 
outlines  of  the  design  on  one  side  to  show  through  on  the  other  side.  The  most 
widely  known  example  of  this  phenomenon  may  be  seen  on  the  early  issues  of 
the  George  V  English  pennies. 


ARE  BARGAINS  ALWAYS  BARGAINS? 

During  the  upheaval  of  the  past  year  many  of  the  “fast-buck  boys"  have  lost 
confidence  in  the  coin  market  and  have  pulled  out.  Many  bags  of  1964  Canadian 
coins  which  were  hoarded  by  these  individuals  have  been  dumped  in  banks  in  order 
to  recover  their  face  value.  Shrewder  collectors  and  dealers,  however,  have  used  this 
period  of  adjustment  to  acquire  many  genuine  bargains  in  the  knowledge  that  all 
markets  have  their  ups  and  downs,  but  that  the  long-term  trend  in  our  economy 
is  towards  higher  prices  of  most  commodities  including  coins.  One  example  of  such 
bargains  concerns  a  U.S.  dealer  who  needed  money  in  a  hurry  and  sold  out  his 
entire  stock  of  Canadian  BU  coins  at  amazingly  low  prices.  Needless  to  say  a  few 
larger  dealers  heard  of  the  bargains  and  promptly  bought  everything  offered.  Believe 
it  or  not  rolls  of  1954  BU  cents  were  sold  at  the  ridiculous  price  of  $65.00  per  roll. 

However,  readers  should  be  warned  that  while  many  genuine  bargains  have 
appeared  in  recent  months,  some  dishonest  individuals  have  offered  so-called 
“bargains”  which  are  far  from  bargains.  Reports  from  various  sources  tell  us  of 
circulated  coins  being  offered  as  “BU"  at  “bargain"  prices.  Sometimes  it  involves 
polished  coins  which  should  be  obvious  to  our  experienced  readers,  but  apparently 
fool  many  collectors  nevertheless.  Of  course,  it  should  be  emphasized  that  there  are 
many  reputable  dealers  in  both  Canada  and  the  United  States  from  whom  you 
may  be  assured  that  any  bargain  offered  is  indeed  a  bargain.  The  phony  bargains 
are  usually  offered  by  unknown  or  new'  advertisers.  In  any  event,  dealers  organiza¬ 
tions  are  doing  their  best  to  improve  standards  and  you  will  usually  find  that  most 
reputable  dealers  are  members  of  one  or  more  of  these  organizations. 

Incidentally,  in  mentioning  the  market  decline  of  common  recent  years’  rolls 
and  coins  which  were  hoarded  in  large  quantities,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  older 
coins  commonly  known  as  “collector’s  items”  as  opposed  to  speculator’s  material 
have  been  in  continuous  demand.  Despite  continuing  efforts,  we  find  ourselves  unable 
to  buy  adequate  quantities  of  Victorian  and  Edwardian  Canadian  silver  coins, 
especially  in  higher  grades.  Even  George  V  silver  coins  are  in  steady  demand  in  VF 
and  better  and  the  grades  of  “Fine”  or  “Very  Good"  are  becoming  less  and  less 
available  for  many  dates.  (We  emphasize  that  we  are  referring  to  coins  strictly 
graded.  Many  coins  commonly  called  “VG”  are  in  fact  G  or  lower.  Many  readers 
would  be  amazed  by  the  number  of  coins  which  are  regularly  offered  to  us  as  “VG" 
which  we  grade  as  “G”  or  “Fair”.  Believe  it  or  not  some  are  only  “space  fillers' 
or  "poor”  coins. )

Paper  chromatography  is  a  relatively  new  method  of  chemical  analysis.  At 
the  University  of  Victoria  a  method  is  being  developed  which  can  show  the  presence 
of  over  two  dozen  metals  from  a  very  tiny  sample  and  in  conjunction  with  a  spec¬ 
trometer  (by  photometric  integration)  the  composition  can  be  relatively  accurately 
determined.  The  probable  limit  of  error  in  the  tests  reported  below'  is  an  absolute 
2%,  which  is  to  say  that  the  73%  copper  shown  in  test  "A”  is  most  likely  between 
71%  and  75%. 

I  wo  tokens  were  selected,  both  6‘/4C  tokens  of  Thurman  Tobacconist,  Nelson. 
B.C.  both  appeared  well  used  and  from  identical  dies.  Sample  "A"  had  the  usual 
white  color  associated  with  these  tokens.  Sample  "B"  had  a  more  marked  reddish 
tinge  and  it  appeared  to  have  been  cleaned  by  an  acid.  Filings  were  taken  from  the 
edges.  The  first  or  surface  filings  were  discarded  and  the  analysis  run  from  the 
newly  exposed  surface.  The  following  results  were  obtained: 


A  B 

Copper  (CU)  73%  75% 

Nickel  (Ni)  21  19 

Zinc  (Zn)  5 


The  above  results  may  be  considered  identical  within  the  limits  of  the  method 
of  analysis.  Furthermore,  the  following  metallic  elements  were  confirmed  as  not 
being  present:  Bismuth,  Iron,  Aluminum.  Lead  and  Tin.  The  figures  do  not  total 
100%  as  they  have  been  rounded  to  the  nearest  whole  number. 

Thus  it  can  be  concluded  that  the  two  tokens  were  struck  from  a  "Nickel-Silver" 
alloy.  One,  incidentally,  that  is  not  a  standard  today.  Alloys,  as  machinery,  can 
become  obsolete.  Different  compositions  that  have  the  same  properties  but  cost 
less  or  those  that  have  better  properties  at  the  same  or  less  cost  often  replace  them, 
t  his  alloy  could  also  be  called  “German  Silver". 

The  following  definitions  and  explanations  are  offered: 

ALLOY  —  A  metal  material  containing  two  or  more  elements. 

WHITE  METAL  —  This  term  is  usually  reserved  for  an  alloy  mainly  composed  of 
tin,  lead  and  antimony  with  the  addition  of  copper,  zinc,  bismuth  or  arsenic  depend¬ 
ing  upon  the  intended  use.  White  metals  are  used  for  bearing  material  (babbitt), 
solder,  type  metal,  dishes  (pewter),  as  well  as  medals.  The  recent  list  of  B.C.  trade 
tokens  listed  nickel-silver,  cupro-nickel,  german  silver,  pewter  (a  true  white  metal) 
as  white  metal  pending  more  satisfactory  means  of  identification  than  color. 

NICKEL-SILVER  —  The  name  given  to  any  number  of  different  alloys  of  copper, 
nickel  and  zinc  which  resemble  silver.  Copper  is  the  dominant  elements  of  nickel- 
silver.  The  name  GERMAN-S1I  VER  is  also  used  for  a  number  of  the  nickel-silver 
alloys  but  is  rarely  used  in  the  trade  today. 

CUPRO-NICKEL  —  The  name  given  to  alloys  containing  only  copper  and  nickel, 
in  which  copper  is  the  dominant  element.  Differentiation  between  cupro-nickel  and 
nickel-silver  by  sight  alone  is  impossible  to  all  intents  and  purposes.  Occasionally 
difficulty  will  be  encountered  in  differentiating  between  silver,  plated  brass,  nickel- 
silver  and  cupro-nickel.  It  helps  to  have  on  hand  known  samples  (silver  dime,  cupro¬ 
nickel  flying  eagle  cent,  etc.)  True  white  metals  have  a  different  appearance  and 
aluminum  is  much  lighter  than  any  other  commonly  encountered  metal  or  alloy

SASKATCHEWAN  SCRIPT 

by  C.  C.  Tannahill,  F.C.N.R.S. 

In  the  summer  of  1895  a  group  of  people  met  at  Beulah,  Manitoba,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a  co-operative  society.  They  did  not  belong  to  any  religious 
faith  or  racial  group  but  had  only  a  faith  in  the  future  which  they  felt  would  be 
that  much  better  if  a  group  worked  together,  than  trying  to  do  the  job  singly. 

Two  brothers,  J.  E.  and  W.  C.  Paynter  were  the  founders  of  the  idea  and  top 
organizers  of  the  new  community.  After  the  first  meeting,  the  two  brothers  pre¬ 
pared  a  draft  constitution  which  was  favorably  received  when  presented  to  the  group, 
at  which  time  the  following  officers  were  elected:  President,  S.  W.  Sanderson;  Vice- 
president,  W.  C.  Paynter;  Secretary,  W.  C.  Vincent;  Treasurer,  W.  B.  Gurney. 
However,  before  the  inception  of  the  co-operative,  Robert  Greer  was  elected  Vice- 
president  and  W.  C.  Paynter  became  Secretary-Treasurer. 

The  site  selected  for  this  venture  was  in  the  Qu’Appelle  Valley  about  thirty  miles 
north  of  Moosomin,  at  the  meeting  of  two  creeks  so  that  there  would  be  sufficient 
water  for  the  colony. 

Proposed  capital  stock  of  the  Association  was  set  at  $100,000  which  was 
divided  into  500  shares  of  $200  each.  The  total  annual  profits  of  the  organization 
were  to  be  equally  divided  among  the  members  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  days’ 
labor  performed.  It  was  to  be  known  as  the  Harmony  Co-operative  Industrial 
Association,  and  the  village  as  Harnona.  The  constitution  stated,  “for  the  purpose 
of  acquiring  land  to  build  homes  for  its  members  to  produce  from  nature  sufficient 
to  insure  its  members  against  want  and  the  fear  of  want.  To  provide  educational 
and  recreative  facilities  to  the  highest  order  and  to  maintain  ‘harmonious’  relations 
on  the  basis  of  co-operation  for  the  benefit  of  its  members  and  all  mankind  in  general”. 

Building  operations  were  started  in  the  fall  of  1895  and  by  the  fall  of  1898  all 
members  had  moved  to  Harnona.  The  membership  of  the  colony  was  much  smaller 
than  had  been  hoped  for,  with  only  10  families  and  a  number  of  single  men, 
about  50  persons  in  all.  The  homes  were  grouped  in  the  form  of  a  village  with 
rent  and  fuel  free  to  all.  A  community  kitchen  was  operated  for  a  time  but  soon 
discarded.  There  was  an  Association  store  where  goods  were  purchased  with  script 
that  was  issued  to  all  members  for  services  rendered.  All  the  cash  of  the  individual 


members  was  paid  into  the  Treasury  and  used  to  pay  debts  and  finance  the  outside 
purchases  and  the  medium  of  exchange  within  the  community  was  in  the  form  of 
script.  The  script  was  printed  in  denominations  of  $1.00  and  $5.00.  On  the  $5.00 
script,  the  little  squares  at  the  bottom  each  represented  one  cent,  the  other  squares 
at  the  side  had  the  amount  for  which  they  stand  printed  in  them,  the  whole  amount 
making  the  sum  of  $5.00.  W  hen  the  holder  came  to  the  store  he  brought  his  script 
and  had  the  amount  of  the  purchases  punched  out,  and  when  the  amounts  were 
all  punched  out  the  script  was  surrendered  and  filed  in  order  to  show  that  it  was 
redeemed. 

Due  to  the  small  membership,  the  Association  was  never  in  a  position  to 
start  the  many  enterprises  that  they  had  first  planned  and  as  a  result  a  large 
portion  of  the  members  grew  dissatisfied  and  in  1900  it  was  decided  to  dissolve 
the  Association.  Most  of  the  houses  and  buildings  were  purchased  by  the  members 
and  moved  to  their  own  homesteads  and  all  that  remains  of  Hamona  today  are  the 
ruins  of  some  of  the  stone  buildings. 

Here  a  concept  flared  briefly,  but  long  enough  to  provide  several  interesting 
numismatic  items,  in  the  script  that  was  issued.  Very  few  specimens  of  the  script 
are  available  as  all  papers  and  script  on  hand  were  destroyed  shortly  after  the  break¬ 
up  of  the  community  and  it  is  reported  that  only  one  specimen  of  each  denomination 
was  saved  at  this  time,  both  unused  specimens.  It  is  doubtful  if  any  more  are  in 
existence  as  this  script  did  not  circulate  outside  of  the  community  to  any  extent 
and  it  would  appear  that  most  members  would  redeem  the  script  on  hand  at  the 
time  of  the  final  settlements  of  the  Association's  properties.

I'HOMAS  SHINGLES  WINS  CENTENNIAL  AW  ARD 

Design  awards  for  a  centennial  medallion  were  won  by  Thomas  Shingles,  a 
former  Royal  Canadian  Mint  engraver,  and  Toronto  artist  Dora  de  Pedery  Hunt, 
centennial  commissioner  John  Fisher  announced  yesterday. 

Mr.  Shingles,  now  living  in  Victoria,  won  for  a  front  design  depicting  the  shield 
of  Canada  and  the  word,  Canada,  across  the  bottom.  Mrs.  Hunt's  reverse  design 
contains  a  six-point  leaf,  emblem  of  the  Centennial,  surrounded  by  the  word,  Con¬ 
federation.  in  French  and  English,  with  1867  and  1967  at  the  top  and  bottom,  res¬ 
pectively.  Each  design  was  worth  $1,500. 

More  than  5,500,000  medallions  are  to  be  distributed  on  June  1,  1967,  to  school 
children  in  Grades  1  to  13,  to  mark  Canada’s  centennial  year.  The  red  brass  cen¬ 
tennial  medallions  are  the  size  of  a  silver  dollar  and  will  be  produced  by  the 
Canadian  Mint. 

Distribution  is  to  be  made  through  provincial  education  departments  and 
territorial  councils. 


NOVA  SCOTIA  TOKEN 

A  new  token  has  just  been  released,  issued  by  Nelson  Holtz  and  minted  in 
Hamilton,  Ontario. 

These  tokens  were  given  out  to  all  present  at  the  Halifax  Coin  Club  Banquet 
on  April  19th  and  were  given  to  those  attending  the  Atlantic  Provinces  Banquet 
(A.P.N.A.)  on  May  7th  and  to  all  collector  friends  as  he  meets  them  at  coin  clubs  and 
shows  and  will  possibly  be  given  away  at  the  C.N.A.  convention  in  August  as  he 
plans  to  be  there. 

Struck  in  7/8  inch  diameter,  the  one  side  is  inscribed,  ‘Nelson  C.  Bolt/'  in 
curve  around  top  edge,  under  this  is  a  large  asterisk,  below  this  in  three  lines  is 
Halifax  Nova  Scotia’.  The  other  side  has  across  the  top  curve  ‘Good  for’  and  at 
the  bottom  curve  ‘Drink’,  in  the  top  middle  is  a  large  1  and  below  this  is  a  glass 
or  tumbler. 

These  have  been  struck  in  two  metals,  the  aluminum  is  the  one  he  is  giving 
away  and  there  have  been  200  struck  in  brass.  The  brass  are  being  sold  in  sets  of  1 
brass  and  1  aluminum  for  $1  per  set  plus  postage.  Any  collector  who  does  not  expect 
to  meet  Nelson  at  any  coin  show  can  also  buy  the  aluminum  token  at  35c  each 
plus  postage.
